them, rather:than use such men as 
nn excuse for reducing rates, an ex- 
cuse which I think at the best is a 
very poor one considering the 
minority of such Officers in the 
Colony. : ate . 

I think-I am expressing the view 
of all Certificated deck and engincer- 
ing_o when I say that all we 
want js recognition by the Harbour 
OMice of the rates laid down by the 
Guild. | In the U.K. it js not-possible 
for an Officer to “sign on a ship”.

Acting Secretary of State, Mr 
Robert Lovett, teday said ‘that 
he would recommend to: Pre- 
sident Truman that all United 
States relief aid to France and 
Italy be halted if those nations 
fell under Communist: control. 

Mr Lovett's statement was made 
fo the Senale Appropriations Com- 
mittee, which must authorise the 
moncy under the Senate-passed ver- 
sion of the rellef bill to ald France, 
Italy and -Austrin. : : 

The Committee met'as the House. 
prepared to take up ‘its emergency 
foreign afd bill, which provides 
US$590,000,000 in relict for France, 
Italy. Austria and Chinn. 

Mr Lovett was asked by the 
chairman of the Senate Committee, 
Senator Styles Bridges, for a direct 
answer on relief polleles if the 
Communists galned control In needy 
nations, : 

The Acting Seeretary ,replicd: “I 
am not in a position to speak for 
the Sceretary except In his absence. 
But I must glve the direct answer 
that I would recommend such action 
to the President and his advisers.” 

Senator Bridges and other Appro- 
priation Committee members at- 
tacked the policy of shipping Amerl- 
can goods to “Russia while the Ad- 
ministration sought to quarantine 
Communism jn Western Europe, 

Senator Bridges described Ameri- 
can policy In this respect as very 
stupid. He asked Mr Lovett to ‘pro- 
duce for questioning State Depart- 
ment officials who hod advised con- 
tinuation of Lend-Lease | shipments 
to the Sovict* Union -after Congress 
ordered them terminated last De- 
cvember.—United Press.

Washington, Dec. 4.—The House 
version of the emergency forelgn re- 
Hef bill providing $590,000,000 won 
the firts test when the House of Re- 
presentatives voted to limit the de- 
bate to 12 hours. The general de- 
bate is expected to end by Friday 
night after which it will be open to 
amendmen A ost six Congress= 
men have already said that they 
would offer amendments. 


Republican Walter Judd, who was 
responsible for adding China for 
$60,000,000 ald to che House measure, 
said China might well fall completely 
under Russian~domination ‘without 
United States aid, adding that if that 
happens Russia would ‘be able to turn 
to the conquest.of the world. 

Representative Eugene Cox (De- 
mocrat) said Russia is waging cvery- 
thing but a shooting war against. the 
United States, and urged approval of 
the aid bill vs o gamble “we are 
compelled to take in the interest of 
national security.” He blamed the 
United States for building Russia 
from a third class nation into a 
monster that now has the’ entire 
world, including the United States,
